Indian Unrest. 


According to the latest news from India 
the situation in Malabar is still serious. 
The disturbances have spread “to remote 


districts which were unaffected last week, 


and a large section of the population is 
threatened with famine in consequence of 
the destruction of the railways. There 
are signs, however, that the Government 
is gaining the upper hand in the more im- 
portant céntres. Naval forces have been 
landed at Calicut, and the fear that the 
rebels may seize the town is at om end. 
More troops have arrived, and relief 
columns are marching towards Malapuram 
and other towns where the small garrisons 
have fought gallantly against “ fearful 
odds’’ for nearly a week. There can be 
little doubt that in a few days’ time the 
authority of the British Raj will have 
been re-established beyond question. The 
rebels are not merely ill-equipped, but 
they are an isolated people. That is, per- 
haps, the most important factor in the 
situation. According to the last census, 
the Moplahs number about a million, and 
the jungle-clad mountains cut them off 
from easy access to their compatriots in 
religion and in blood. They are sup- 
posed to be the descendants of immigrants 
from Arabia or Mekran, who, as Sailors or 
wandering merchants, came to the Malabar 
littoral about a thousand years ago and 
inter-married with the natives, Their 
name is held to preserve the memory of 
this cent, which is attested, also, by 
their impatience of contro] and their hot- 
blooded passions. Like all converts they 
are fanatical where their _ religion 
(Mohammedanism) is concerned, and for 
centuries they have been in constant strife 
with their Hindu neighbours. Recently 
they have been visited by a number of 
agitators who have preached disloyalty to 
the King-Emperor as a religious duty. 
The Government showed a strange reluct- 
ance to suppress these agitators, and the 
present orgy of bloodshed, arson, and 
looting is the direct result of its weak- 
ness, i 

The great danger of the rising is. not 
that the Moplahs may secure control of 
Malabar, but that it will fan the embers 
of discontent in other parts of the De- 
pendency. It gives Mr. Ghandi a great 
opportunity for the furtherance of his 
plans. Towards the end of last year he 
announced his intention of heading an all- 
Indian movement, independent of caste or 
creed, with the three-fold object of secur- 
ing the redress of the Punjab “ wrong,’’ 


of satisfying Moslem feeling, which had 


been wounded by the Treaty of Sévres, 
and of obtaining Swaraj, or self-govern- 
ment, within a year. He declared that 
these objects could be achieved without 


pagans: Sim of the whole 


machinery of government. It proved a 
The new Legislatures came into 
early this year, and with their 

advent Mr. Ghandi lost his grip of the 

intelligentsia. Then he decided to make a 

direct appeal to the uneducated masses for 

support. He toured India from one end 
to the other, preaching sedition and 
making promises which never could be 
fulfilled. Were he to come into power, he 
declared India’s economic woes would dis- 
appear and the country would. become a 
land of sheer delight where the peasants 
would live in ease and Juxury. fos, 
As was to be expected, this campaign 

brought Mr. Ghandi a certain amount of 
support. The masses believed that he 
could work miracles and thousands flocked 
to his banner. The inevitable result was 
&@ growing disrespect for constituted 
authority. This manifested itself from 
time to time in outbreaks of rioting, and 
the trouble at Malabar is merely a 
symptom of the widespread unrest which 
the Government cf India has allowed to 
develop. The authorities had ample 
warning that trouble was brewing, but it 
took virtually no step to hold the agitators 
in check. In only the most flagrant cases 
were prosecutions ordered. The Viceroy 
made it known that he was ready to dis- 
cuss the situation with Mr. Ghandi, and 
several interviews took place. No reports 
were published, but a few days after Mr. 
Ghandi left Simla the Ali brothers pub- 
lished an apology for haying incited the 
people to violence; and in a speech at 
the Chelmsford Club Lord Reading de- 
clared that he would assume that there 
would be no further cause for complaint. 
The words were no sooner uttered than 
the Ali brothers attempted to deny that 
they ever had offered an apology or that 
they had withdrawn a single phrase in 
their seditious speeches. Neither Mr. 
Ghandi nor his lieutenants have outlined 
a definite policy. They are content to 
hold up a national ideal which is suffi- 
ciently nebulous to leave much to the 
native imagination. Swaraj, in fact, is 
merely a catchword. The trouble in 
Malabar is a grave warning that the 
agitators should not be allowed a free 
hand. It is to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment of India will accept it, and replace 
its vacillating policy by a policy of fitm- 
ness. 


The Men Who Fought. 


The Carnation Carnival, which was 
opened in “Earl Iveagh’s gardens in 
Dublin last week, and is still in progress, 
throws once more the problem of the Irish 
ex-Service men into high relief. This féte 
has been organised by the Dublin Branch 
of the Comrades of the Great War, and 
has as its object the raising of funds to 
enable the ex-Service men to procure suit- 
able quarters for their club. At present 
their recreation rooms in Dublin are 
situated in York street, and are very un- 
satisfactory from every point of view. The 
surroundings are totally unsuitable, the 
premises are inadequate to the purposes 
of a club, and for some time past there 
has been a general desire among the 
“Comrades ” to acquire accommodation in 
& less depressing milieu. That they them- 
selves, however, should be compelled to 
raise the necessary funds provides a sad 
commentary en the State's organisation 
of assistance to the men who fought in the 
war. The fact that the Dublin ex-Service 
men are without suitable quarters for 
their club is only a symptom of their 
plight. Huge amounts of money have been 
put at the disposal of the Ministries of 
Pensions and Labour for their benefit ; 
yet everywhere they seem to be in want, 
and the men whose grit and courage won 
the war in thousahds of cases are without 
work, and, in many cases, almost without" 
hope. There is no lack of funds or 
societies. Two Ministries of State are 
charged with the ex-Service man’s care. 
Privately, his interests are in the hands 
of the “Soldiers’, Sailors’, and Airmen’s 
Help Society,” the ‘‘ Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families Association,” “the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross and St. John,” the 
administrators of the “United Services 
Fund,” and various other philanthropic 
organisations, Yet, in Ireland at any 
rate, and particularly in Dublin, his 
condition leaves a very great deal to be 
desired. We cannot but feel that the very 
multiplicity of societies and funds for ex- 
Service men is one of the causes of what 
must be admitted to be a very unsatisfac- 
tory state of affairs. The war has been 
over now for nearly three years, and surely 
it is high time that all these organisations 
and funds—excellent in themselves, but 
working very often in water-tight com- 
partments—should be gathered into some 
kind of simplified scheme. At present the 
cost of administration of the multifarious 
bodies for the help and rolief of ex-Service 
men i8 very great, and could be reduced 
enormously by a well-devised concentra- 
tion of State and philanthropic effort. 
There should be no overlapping and no 
waste, and the net of organisation should 
be drawn so closely that none but the 
wastrel could slip through its meshes. No 
man who fought in the war should be 
allowed to suffer. Just seven years ago 
many of our Irish soldiers Wtre fighting 
for the existence of our country in that 
immortal retreat from Mons, and we, for 
whom they bled and struggled through 
those death-laden years which followed, 
should not be unmindful of our obliga- 
tions. Slipshod methods, however well- 
meaning, are unworthy of a great cause, 
and the whole work of relief should be 
concentrated in the Ministry of Pensions, 
with a special department for those men 
who wish to emigrate, and a few co- 
ordinated and well-tried philanthropic 
societies. The cares of the ex-Service men 
should be the cares of the whole com- 
munity. Their welfare is a solemn charge 
which has been laid upon us by a multi- 
tude of their comrades who gave their 
lives that we might live. 


The Kingfisher. 

In another column we print the interest- 
ing statement that a kingfisher has taken 
up its quarters on the Dodder; near Balls- 
bridge, where the ornithologically-minded 
or, as the case-may be, the merely curious 
can watch it at its predestined occupation 
of catching fish. The kingfisher is not a 
rare bird in the British Isles, but it is 
not often that city dwellers, either in 
Dublin or elsewhere, have the chance of 
seeing one without going far afield.

The 
yellow wagtail is a winter visitor to most 
of Dublin’s golf courses; while pipits, 
stonechats, and wheatears are to be found 
within & few minutes’ walk of most of 
the tram termini. Magpies, which in 
England keep themselves hidden from the 
watchful eye of the ubiquitous gamekeeper 
in woods and spinneys, are as common 
in the backyards of Dublin as cats. 
Possibly the only bird of which Londoners 
occasionally get a glimpse that refuses to 
visit our hospitable coppices is the nightin- 
gale. A famous Irish scholar used to 
declare that he had once seen a bittern 
asleep on one leg in the middle of the 
main street of Limerick at twelve o'clock 
noon. Our most ardent bird--lovers do 
hot look forward to the day when a like 
spectacle may be vouchsafed the solitary 
traveller as he makes his way along Sack- 
ville street. Yet history has witnessed 
still more remarkable transformations. For 
the present the people of Dublin may 
rejoice that they have nature so near at 


hand.

Rowdy Republics. 


The premonitory rumblings of what 
a diplomatic correspondent rather un- 
humorously refers to as ‘another war 
menace’ are becoming faintly audible to 
the distracted international ear. The 
locus of the new cataclysm is the Coto 


territory in Central America. It has been 
awarded by an arbitration tribunal to 
Costa Rica, but the Panama Republic, 
against whom the reward went, has stead- 
fastly refused to hand it over. “Now the 
car gg wrt, Costa Ricans, heart-sick 
with deferred hope, have taken matters 
into their own hands, and forcibly seized 
that disputed and apparently uninhabited 
territory. The alarm we should otherwise 
evince over this high-handed action is 
largely allayed by the announcement that 
four hundred United States marines have 
been despatched, presumably for the pur- 
pose of holding the infuriated disputants 
apart. Four hundred American marines 
go a long way in Central America, and we 
decline to regard the situation as desperate 
as long as they are on or near the spot. 
It appears that another batch of United 
States marines is occupied at present in 
refereeing a small affair in which a 
filibustering expedition from Honduras, 
but which the haughty San Salvadoreans 
are said to have launched, are 
engaged in invading Nicaragua. Though it 
is only a matter of wnie since these 
Governments were talking of uniting into 
sort of One Big 
Filibusters’ Union—the immediate out- 
look for Central America would be a 
stormy one if the United States marines 
should leave.

During his holiday Mr. Lloyd George, 
I am told, is likely to take stock of the 
political situation and come to a decision, 
so far as it can be definite, as to a general 
election. Much in regard to this deepnds 
upon the Irish position, and those near 
the Prime Minister think it is gre pos- 
sible, if there is no prospect of a settle- 
ment with Sinn Fein, that we may have an 
election this autumn. But others believe 
that it will come off early in the new year. 
Yesterday I came across a well-known 
M.P., who had come to town on business, 
and talked general election prospects with 
him. He told me that immediately before 
Parliament rose for the recess he had 
made inquiries of a member of the 
Cabinet and was assured that the matter 
had never been so much as mentioned at 
any of the meetings of that body. But 
then the question of deciding upon an 
election is one wholly and solely for the 
Prime Minister himself. And it by no 
means follows that he would take the 
Cabinet into his confidence before tender- 
ing the King the advice to dissolve Par- 
liament. 

I asked a Minister how he read the 
letter from Mr. de Valera yesterday. He 
summarised it thus :—‘ As I read it,” he 
said, it says “if you insist on the subordi- 
nation of Ireland, it is war; if you accept 
the sovereignty of Ireland, it is peace. 
We will meet you, providing that you with- 
draw your demand for subordination 
and accept ours tor separation.’’ And 
that, I was assured, was the meaning that 
the Government as a whole now after con- 
sideration attached to the letter. But 
after the Government reply had been sent 
one prominent Minister declared himself 
still an optimist. Just as the Dail 
refuses to believe that Mr. Lloyd’ George 
means what he says, so Cabinet Migisters 
refuse to believe that Sinn Fein can pos- 
sibly desire to re-open the conflict with 
Great, Britain. 

A Nationalist ex-M.P., who has recently 
been over to Ireland, was asked if 
his countrymen of the Sinn Fein per- 
suasion really thought that they would 
secure separation. He said “they do— 
and th&t is the pathetic part of it.” 
And people in touch with Sinn Fein 
leaders in London declare that Mr. de 
Valera’s last letter is actually Sinn Fein’s 
last word. The one thing clear is that 
neither side wishes to re-start fighting, 
and both sides have left loopholes. But 
the British reply contains internal 
evidence that the Cabinet thinks that 
Sinn Fein should be pulled up short and 
asked to say “Yes” or “No.” In his 
reply the Prime Minister sounds quite a 
new note when he asks for “definite and 
immediate progress.” Some Sinn Feiners 
think that their leader’s plans are to spin 
the negotiations out over six or eight 
months in anticipation that the Govern- 
ment will make more concessions; buat, if 
the de Valera letter is the Dail’s last 
word, the same, I am assured, can be said 
of the Cabinet's rejoinder. 

I see it stated that both the Prime 
Minister's letters to Mr, de Valera were 
drafted by himself, though a few verbal 
changes were made at the suggestion of 
one or two members of the Cabinet when 
the drafts were submitted to them. I 
find it a little difficult to believe this state- 
ment. Mr. Lloyd George is notoriously 
averse from putting pen to paper. I 
think I have told the story here before of 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s advis- 
ing a friend who had received a brief note 
signed by the then President of the Board 
of Trade to preserve it carefully, as it was 
sure to become a rarity. 

Apart from this, the close argumenta- 
tion of the letters is rather out of keep- 
ing with the Prime Minister's somewhat 

iffuse controversial style. Compare 
them, for example, with the Irish passages 
of his Mm at Barnsley, and the differ- 
ence will be noted at once. Therefore, 
until there is definite proof to the con- 
trary, I shall continue to believe that, 
while the Prime Minister undoubtedly 
roughed out the replies—probably in 
dictation to a secretary—the actual draft- 
ing was done by one or more of his 
colleagues. 

If my theory is correct,.it rather adds 
to, than detracts from, their authority. 
Mr. de Valera has received not merely 
the personal opinion of the Prime 
Minister, endorsed more or less re- 
luctantly by his colleagues, but the con- 
sidered and carefully formulated judgment 
of “His Majesty's servants "—to use the 
formal phrase—in Council. There can be 
no going back from the terms that they 
have put forward ; it is what business men 
call “a firm offer.” But, equally, there 
can be no abandonment of the very few 
conditions laid down, and, like other firm 
offers, it cannot be kept open indefinitely. 

e announcement that greeted the 
appointment of Sir Eric Geddes to preside 
over the Committee of Distinguis Busi- 
ness Men who are to advise the Govern- 
ment how to cut down their expenditure 
will not be lessened, I fear, by the news 
that the first meeting of the Committee 
are taking place in the Scotch castle be- 
longing to Lord Inchcape. Somehow or 
another it is difficult to picture the five 
distinguished financiers wielding the 
economy axe very strenuously amid 

ndings more suggestive of shoot- 
ing and golf. But, no doubt, these pre- 
liminary proceedings are only to discuss 
the best methods of approaching their 
task, and the detailed work of cutting 
sixty millions out of next year’s estimates 
will be done later on in London. 

In spite of the hot weather, the opening 
of the Association football season yester- 
day attracted some enormous “ gates.” 
There were 55,000 spectators at Cardiff to 
see the home side, just promoted to the 
First Division of the League, play its open- 
ing match against Tottenham Hotspur, 
the holders of the Association Cup; and 
40,000 at Highbury to see The Arsenal 
defeated by Sheffield United. Professional 
football has long been rather a trade than 
a pastime, and, in the face of such figures 
as these, the suggestion of the M.C.C. that, 
in the interests of cricket, the start of the 
football season should be delayed, is not 
likely, I am afraid, to meet with much 
favour from the Football Association. 

A good many ple must be looking 
forward to the “ First” with feelings akin 
to those of the partridges, for they, too, 
are to be “brought down ” on that date. 
There is to be a heavy cutting of bonuses 
in the Civil Service, and wages will also 
be considerably reduced in many trades. 
The prospective victims would be consoled 
if there was a prospect of a corresponding 
drop in the cost of living. But the prices 
of many commodities still keep up in 
most annoying fashion. The fact is, I 
fancy, that competition among traders, 
which was necessarily dropped Mee the 
war, has not yet started again, and we 
poor consumers are still in many cases 
“the slaves of the ring. ' 

A curious result of the boxing boom is 
the fact that the historic Covent Garden 
Opera House is to be the scene of a contest 
on September 12th. Joe Beckett, the 
holder of the Heavy-Weight Championship 
of England, is to meet Boy McCormick in 
a twenty-round match for the Champion- 
ship. McCormick has recently returned 
from an extended and snecessful tour in 
the United States. The ring will be built 
on the stage, and, apparently, the building 
will undergo no structural alterations. 
Although accommodation is not go 
adequate as at the Albert Hall or 
Olympia, the Opera House possesses one

COMPANIES’ CASE CLOSES. 


POSITION OF THE MIDLAND 
AND GREAT WESTERN 
- COMPANY. 


The deliberations of the Irish Railwa 
Arbitration Tribunal were resumed in the She!- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday last. The

MIDLAND RAILWAY'S POSITION. 

Mr. Keogh then addressed the Court on the 
sition of the Midland and Great Western 
ailway Company, whose total route miles, he 
said, were 638. It served the whole of the 
province of Connaught and the Midland dis- 
tricta of Leinster. The main portion of the 
revenue was drawn from Connaught. As illus- 
trating the poverty of the district served by 
the Midland Railway he put in a table showing 
that the valuation per acre in Connaught was 
Gs. 11d. and 17s. 9d. for the rest of Ireland. 
The density of population was .14 in Connaught 
and .25 in the remainder of the country. Of 
the 538 miles, about 370 ran through Con- 
naught. The gross earnings of the company in 
1913 were £1,196 per route mile. The Great 
Northern of Ireland was £1,935, and the Great 
Southern and Western £1,445. Excluding 
Dublin, there were only five towns on the entire 
538 miles with a population exceeding 5,000— 
one town for every 100 miles of railway. These 
towns were Galway, Sligo, Athlone, Mullingar, 
and Ballinasloe. Apart from agriculture, the 
industries carried on in the district were few 
and unimportant. Therefore, in seeking to earn 
revenue the Midland Company 's resources must 
necessarily be based upon “ som of the 
country and the incoming foodstufis.| There 
were two circumstances in addition which ad- 
versely affected the net earnings of the com- 
pany. The first was that there was a consider- 
able mileage in the West of Ireland constructed 
by the Government originally for the purpose 
of developing the poorest parts of Connaught, 
which they undertook to work in perpetuity. 
In addition to undertaking the liability of 
working, which had turned out to be very much 
more onerous than was ever anticipated, the 
Midland Company also contributed the sum of 
£352,000 to strengthen these lines so that they 
might be worked as part of the Midland system. 
They were originally laid out as light railways. 
These lines were—Galway and Clifden (49 
Westport and Achill (27 miles), 

Ballina and Killala (27 miles), mak- 
ing 84 miles of what might be re- 
arded as wholly an uneconomic gana F 
They were railways which never would or could 
have been constructed as commercial undertak- 
ings, but it was hoped that by means of them 
the fisheries on the West coast would be de-
